ASHINGTON, April 0.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The charging 
of commissions for obtaining 

promotions in the New York postoffice 
will be thoroughly investigated. both 
here and in New York. A portion of 
the inquiry already has been made in 
connection with an examination into 
the affairs of the Division of Salaries 
and Allowances. Inspectors will care- 
fully go over the matters in the New 
York office and take the testimony of 
all those willing to testify that they 
had been compelled to pay for their 
promotions. 

All information laid before the de- 
partment has been contained in anony- 
mous letters. Most of these letters 
were received about two weeks ago, 
and the last came today. The name of 
the person alleged to have been in 
charge of the promotion brokerage is 
not divulged by officials, but they in- 
timate that it is Otto Weis, of the 
registry division of the New York of- 
fice. No insinuation is given as to the 
identity of the official here in the U- 
vision of Salaries and Allowances 
who worked in conjunction with the 
representative in the New York post- 
office. Similar charges have been made 
affecting other cities, and it is believed 
that investigation will disclose that 
many promotions have been made for 
cash considerations. 

Fourth Assistant Poatmaster- General 
Bristow is tnvestigating the charge 
that the style of letter boxes has fre- 
quently been changed for the sole pur- 
pos¢ of making business for contract- 
ors and those owning patents. The 
last change in the type of the letter 
boxes occurred in 1901, when 102,135 
cast-iron letter boxes were discarded 
and sheet-iron boxes were substituted 
for them. The changing of these boxes 
is believed to have been profitable for 
somebody, and officials’ will try to lo- 
cate the beneficiaries.

EW JERSEY DESTROYS 
SOME OF EVIL SPAWN. 


ENDS THE EXISTENCE OF NEARLY 
THOUSAND CORPORATIONS, 
Any Band of Adventurers Can do Busi- 
ness Under Protection of that State, 


Provided Annual Tax is Paid, Other- 
wise Dissolution Ensues. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TRENTON (N. J.) April 10.—- [Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) New Jersey having 
sown a large crop of indigestible, wind- 
inflated securities over a large part of 
the world, is now beginning to harvest 
the whirlwind. 

Gov. Franklin Murphy's annual 
proclamation, forcibly dissolving those 
trusts and corporations organized un- 
der the laws of the State wh have 
not paid their annual tax, was sent to 
the printers today. 

No less than 927 of these creations 
of the commonwealth, capitalized in 
the aggregate at $239,000,000, are ush- 
ered out of existence, and with their 
dissd)ution is destroyed the fond hopes 
of thousands of stockholders. 

Since the State set up its corporation 
incubator, some years ago, it has man- 
aged to hatch altogether 18,270 foreign 
and about 2000 domestic companies, 
There are all kinds of wrecks in the 
list, and their débris Is scattered pretty 
generally over the United States and 
Alaska. Mining companies, bologna 
trusts, railroad corporations, steam- 
ship lines and corn-cure creations ere 
intermingled indiscriminately. 

Some were formed in good faith, but 
met with reverses. Others were con- 
ceived in fraud, continued in dishon- 
esty, and their fate is welcomed by 
their promoters and officers. Nobody 
can tell how many hundreds of thou- 
sands of innocent persons have been 
swindled into purchasing their stocks, 
but the transfer books of a few re- 
cently exhibited in the State courts 
would seem to indicate 1 their nuim- 
ber is legion. 

New Jersey sets up no test of hon- 
esty for its corporations. Any band of 
adventurers can do business under the 
protection of its great seal. That is 
why it has become the asylum for in- 
stitutions of this character. 

Prior to this year the largest number 
of corporations dissolved at one time 
by a Governor's proclamation was one 
year ago. There were then 687 names 
on the list, but they were capitalized 
for only $62,000,000. In one year, there- 
fore, the financial importance of the 
annual calamity has increased four- 
fold. 

These figures, though they are start- 
ling, do not tell the whole story of the 
States whirlwind harvest. Between 
April 1, 1902, and April 1, 1903, re- 
ceivers have been appointed for 127 
corporations, capitalized at $274,000,000. 
One of these, the National Asphalt 
Company, has actually issued $19,529,- 
454 in stock, and another, the National

Vasquez Aſiachs But Rebels 
Force Him Back. 
Flag of Truce Waves While Red 
Cross Gathers Up Wounded. 


Warships— American Cruiser 
Prevents Bombardment.

SANTO DOMINGO, Tuesday, April 
7.—Negotiations for a peaceful settle- 
ment of the questions in dispute in- 
itiated by the consuls have failed, and 
the suspension of hostilities ended at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning, when 
President Vasquez opened fire upon 
the revolutionary position. The rebels 
in this city replied with cannon, and 
the fighting lasted during the whole 
of yesterday and through last night, 
only ceasing this morning, by which 
time Gen. Vasquez's troops had been 
finally repulsed in their assault on the 
city. The number of killed and wound- 
ed is unknown. The government troops 
made a second attempt this morning 
to force their way into the city, but 
after a heavy fight on the banks of 
the river they were again thrown back. 
Insurgent Gen. Peppin was killed. 

President Vasquez's forces are at 
San Carlos and their prospects of a 
successful assault appear remote, as 
the city is well barricaded, and defend- 
ed by heavy guns. A suspension of 
arms has now taken place in order 
that the Red Cross corps may attend 
to the wounded. 

Itallan and German warships have 
arrived here and have landed marines 
to protect their respective consulates. 

Many families have gone on board 
the foreign warships for safety. It 
is reported that the foreign warships 
will disembark parties of marines in 
case of pillage. 

PREVENTS BOMBARDMENT,

SANTO DOMINGO, April 4.—The 
warship Presidente, in the hands of 
President Vasquez, and the gut. boat 
Independence arrived here this morn- 
ing.

What several experts who 
have examined it say may revolution- 
ize the process of converting steel 
from the cheapest to the highest grade 
is the invention which George E. Pink- 
ham of Norfolk, Va., who is now in 
this city, has made after experiments 
of twenty-seven years. The new proc- 
eas which Pinkham has invented is 
based on chemicals. 

Pinkham said today: ‘This process 
will make better steel, at a cost of 
about 2 cents per pound, than any 
steel I have even seen, even that metal 
that retails at 90 cents a pound. By 
its use, old steel tools, even those that 
have been burned and are supposedly 
worthless, can be made as good as the 
finest grade. Just by hand work, I 
can transform 200 pounds of steel a 
day from 10-cent to 504¢ent steel.”

Pershing Gives Bacalodians a 
Salutary Session.

Hundred Mores Slain in Battle 
and Many Wounded.

MANILA, April 10.—{[By Manila Ca- 
ble.] Capt. Pershing’s force captured 
Bacolod, Island of Mindanao, Wednes- 
day, killing 100 Moros and wounding 
many others. Three Americans were 
wounded. Pershing’s force consisted of 
Shaw's Battalion of the Twenty-seventh 
infantry, Kilpatrick's troop of the Fif- 
teenth Cavalry, and MeNair's Battery. 

Pershing was surveying the west 
shore lands when the Bacolodians op- 
— his advance, and provoked the 
fight. 


Pershing’s force surrounded and at- 
tacked the stronghold, first shelling it, 


and rushing his troops forward, charged 
gallantly. After crossing a deep moat 
and entering the fort, the Americans 
engaged the Moros, bayonets against 
krisses. A hundred of the defenders 
were killed, including the dato of Pa- 
nandungan, and many were wounded. 
Only three Americans were wounded. 
After the capture of the fort it was de. 
stroyed. 

The Bacolod leaders and the majority 
of the people of that district had been 
hostile to the Americans, and encour- 
aged attacks on American camps. They 
rejected the tenders of friendship. 

It is.expected that the defeat of the 
Bacolodians will result in all the Moros 
acknowledging American sovereignty. 

Pershing’s column is going to Para- 
hue, which is also hostile.

Presently Tinkham 
threw down his cards, declaring he 
had been cheated, and remarking, 
angrily, that while he could not play 
with cards, he could play with a re- 
volver. He pulled out his, his three 
companions following suit, and the 
four began to shoot at each other at 
arms length. A dozen shots were 
fired, and when their weapons . were 
emptied, four men, three dying, lay in 
pools of blood, while Mrs. Skrotsky, 
shot through the breast accidentally, 
lay behind the bar. She and Tinkham 
cannot survive through the night.

Pennsylvania Legislature Passes Libel 

Bill—Newspaper Publishers Granted a 

Hearing by the Governor.

HARRISBURG (Pa.) April 10.—The 
libel bill which has stirred up the en- 
tire press of the State, came 
into the possession of Gov. Penny- 
packer late this afternoon for his ap- 
proval or disapproval.

A genera! strike of union men en- 


gaged in the building trades in Los 
Angeles was ordered yesterday. All 
union workmen employed upon build- 
ings where non-union labor is also 
‘employed were ordered to quit work. 
Many obeyed the order, and are out 
of employment in consequence. 
The local conflict which has long 
een threatened seems at last to have 
materialized. It is the avowed inten- 
tion of the union-labor bosses to tie 
up the building trades in this city 
completely, if possible. It remains to 
be seen how: far this conspiracy 
against the prosperity and welfare of 
Los Angeles, and against the welfare 
of the whole body of working people, 
will be successful. 

The strike was not ordered because 
of dissatisfaction with wages or 
hours of labor. The unreasonable de- 
mand is made that all employers 
shall institute a black-list against 
all employés who do not belong to a 
union. This is in effect a demand 
that all work that is to be performed 
in the building trades shall be given 
to members of the unions, and that 
men who are not members of the 


Wnions shall be denied the right to. 


work and to live. 

such demands can never be com- 
ed with by any self-respecting em- 
ployer, nor countenanced in any selif- 
Respecting community. 
the right of every man, unionist or 
non-unionist, to quit work is unde- 
nied and undeniable. Likewise, the 
Tight of every man to work if he so 
desires, and for whom he pleases 
(provided his services are sought,) is, 
not to be denied. These rights can- 
not be overlooked or abridged, if lib- 
erty is to live in the land and law is 
to survive. Interference with these 
Simple, fundamental and inaltenable 
manhood richts is what causes most 
of the trouble in all strikes. 

It issa time for employers to stand 
fast) It is also a time for independent 
workmen to stand fast. Both classes 
have had object-lessons without num- 
ber as to the inestimable value of 
frr united resistance to  trades- 
@nion tyranny. The way for them 
te win, in the impending contest, is 
to present a united front to the oppo- 
tion. "Employers are compelled, by 
the unreasonable demands made upon 
them, to meet organization with or- 
Ranization: it is imperative in the 
“present crisis. To grant the prepos- 
terous demand of the allied unionists 


would be to place their necks irre- 


trievably under the galling yoke of 
union despotism. 

Los Angeles has been, thus far in 
its industrial history, a free commu- 
nity. m will remain so if every man 
upon whom is imposed the responsi- 
bility of action will stand fast in de- 
fense of his richts as an American 
citizen. :

They have an in- 
alienable right to work on any job 
Where the conditions are satisfactory 
to them and to their employers.

HE “MERGER” DECISION. 
Again tae demagogic claim that 


| the courts are biased in favor of cap- 


ital and capitalistic combinations has 
been refuted. The decision of the 
United States Court of Appeals, at St, 
raul, Minn., sustaining the contention 
of the government in the so-called 
merger case furnishes this refutatior, 
as did the decision in the case of the 
packers’ combine, rendered a few 
weeks ago. These decisions also 
dispose of the oft-repeated assertion 
that the Sherman anti-trust law is in- 
operative and impractical, and that it 
was enacted with the understanding 
that it would prove impotent for the 
restraint of trusts. Both of the de- 
cisions referred to are based upon the 
Sherman law, which probibits the 
restraint of interstate commerce, and 
they show that that law, so far from 
being inoperative, is in full force and 
operation, and is capable of accom- 
plishing, in part at least, the pur- 
poses for which it was enacteéd. 

In the merger case the court finds 
that the words in restraint of 
trade or commerce” “do not mean 
in umreasonable or partial re- 
straint of trade or commerce, 
but in any direct restraint thereof; 
that an agreement between compet- 
ing railroads which requires them 
to act im concert in fixing the 
rate for the carriage of passengers 
or freight over their respective lines 
from one State to another, and which, 
by that means, restricts temporarily 
the right of others of such carriers 
to name such rates for the carriage 
of such freight or passengers over its 
road as it pleases, is a contract in 
direct restraint of commerce within 
the meaning of the act, in that it 
tends to prevent competition.” The 
court further holds that “it matters 
not whether, while acting under such 
a contract, the rate fixed is reason- 


able or unreasonable, the vice of 
such a contract of combination 
being that it confers the power 


to establish unreasonable rates, and 
directly restralns commerce by plac- 
ing obstacies in the way of free 
and unrestricted competition be- 
tween carriers who are natural 
rivals for patronage.”

He sent his res- 
ignation in a communication which 
shows very clearly that he is feeling 
quite sore. It abounds in wry at- 
tempts at humor and filings at the 
public and the press, from whom he 
says he has received “the most ih- 
sulting letters and read the most in- 
sulting circulars and editorials.” 

This letter proves—if any further 
proof were necessary—that Mr.

He and his associates 
were criticised by the people and the 
press—and justly criticised—because 
the association attempted to foist 
upon the State legislation which 
would have made confusion worse 
confounded, and would surely have 
materially retarded the growth of 
California, by striking a blow at one 
ot its most important features, 
namely, the irrigation system.

A Railroad Deal Explained. 


LOS ANGE , April 10, 1903.—[To 
the Editor 3 Times:] In the ref- 
erence to William A. Clark in an in- 
terview in your issue of Thursday, you 
have been misinformed as to the facts 
relating to the sale of the Santa Ana 
and Newport Railway. 

W. H. Holabird of this city secured 
from James McFadden an option to 
buy the railroad, for thirty days. He 
was at the time occupying jointly with 
me a suite of offices in the Douglas 
building, and we were intimately ac- 
quaintéd, although we had no business 
connections whatever. After securing 
the option, Mr. Holabird wrote to Paul 
Morton, vice-president of the Santa Fé 
Railroad, offering him the property. 
Mr. Morton declined in an autograph 
letter, which I read at the time. It 
was thought to be a good speculation, 
and Mr. Holabird and myself a 
for the necessary money to make the 
first payment, and named our own 
board of directors. 

Simultaneous with this, Mr. Holabird 
offered the property to H. E. Hunt- 
ington, then managing the Southern 
Pacific properties. Mr. Huntington ac- 
cepted the proposition, and after a few 
months, final payment was made, and 
we turned the Newport road over to 
the Southern Pacific Company. It was 
purely a speculative proposition, out of 
which we made a handsome and legiti- 
mate profit. William A. Clark knew 
nothing whatever of the deal, save 
what he may have seen in the newspa- 
pers, and had nothing to do with it, 
financfally or otherwise. 2

YUNG LU IS DEAD. 


Was Chief Among Advisers of Dowager 
Empress and Reputed Leader of Boxer 
Outbreak. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATZD PRESS—P.M.) 
PEKING, April 10.—{By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.) Yung Lu, the controller of 


oe and first grand secretary, is 


dead. He had been suffering for some 
‘time past from dropsy, and was 
known to be critically ill. A month 
ago he asked permission to retire from 
office, but the Dowager Empress urged 
him to take a rest instead, because 
the Emperor needed his service. 

Yung Lu was a Manchu, and at 
the time of the beginning of the Boxer 
outbretk was Viceroy of the province 
of Pe Chi Li and Generalissimo of 
the Chinese army. He was then said 
to be the most powerful man in China, 
his influence being even greater than 
that of Li Hung Chang. Since the 
death of the latter, Yung Lu has more 
than once been represented as dictat- 
ing the policy of the Dowager Em- 
press and the Emperor. 

The rapid rise of Yung Lua from a 
small military command to be Viceroy 
of Pe Chi Li and later to be one of 
the highest counsellors of the Dowager 
Empress, is said to have been unprece- 
dented. He obtained his post as Gen- 
eralissimo as a reward for crushing 
the reform party in China, . 

Yung Lu was said to have been the 
real author of the ‘anti-foreign out- 
break in Peking and Tien-Tsin, 
he commanded the best disciplined of 
the troons which oposed the allies. This 
latter fact was recalled by foreigners 
when in 1901, he was awarded the two- 
eyed peacock feather for protecting 
foreigners against the Boxers. 


NARROWLY AVERTED PANIC. 


SALT LAKE (Utah) April 10.—A fire 
nic was narrowly averted in St. 
ry’s Catholic Cat al today. In 
the midst of the Friday services 
which were being conducted by Bishop 
Scanlan, the altar drapery caught fire 
from a lighted candle, and in an in- 
stant the flames shot upward among 
the hangings to the ceiling. At the 
sight of the flames the choir stopped 
abruptly in its singing, and there was 
an uneasy shuffling among the large 
congregation. One of the clergymen 
told the audience there was no danger, 
and advi them to remain quietly in 
their seats. While several of the wor- 
shippers were tearing down the blazing 
draperies and stamping out the flames 
the choir resumed its singing, and con- 
tinued until the flames were entirely 
subdued. One man was severely burned 
about the face and hands. The property 
loss is small. 


PLOTTED AGAINST KING. 


VIENNA, April 10.—The rumors of 
a plot against the life of King Alexander 
of Servia received apparent confirma- 
tion in private dispatches, which have 


been received at Budapest, and, ac- 
cording to these, an attack on the 
King's life was planned for next 


Sunday. The plot was discovered, and 
fifty persons suspected of complicity 
therein were arrested. Other arrests 
are expected.

G. Blewett, secretary and general 
manager; W. F. Morphy, second vice- ~ 
president and assistant secretary. N 

The consideration is approximately 
$175,000, which is the equivalent ef! 
$2500 per front foot, including improve 
ments. The lot is 70 feet front by 165 
feet deep. It is improved by a four- 
story brick and stone building, cov-; 
ering about two-thirds of the lot and 
u one-story annex in the rear, cone 
taining the V. u. C. A. baths and lock 
ers, and occupying the remainder of 
the ground.

STUBBS'S FATAL ADMISSION. | 

William Sproule of Sen Francisco, 
freight trafic manager of the western 
lines of the Southern Pacific, was the 
first witness of the afterngon, and 
opened the case of the Southern Pacific. 

“What is your mileage in the citrus 
section?“ 

“We have 234 miles, and the Santa 
Fé, as we figure it, 328. 

At this point Attorney Call introduced 
in evidence an admission of J. C. Stubbs. 
third vice-president of the Southern 
Pacific, who, while testifying in the fa- 
mous gNorthern Securities case in the 
East gh 1902, said in effect, in reference 
to the orange tiaftic of Southern Cali- 
fornia: “There is an understanding—it 
practically amounts to an understand- 
ing—between the Southern Pacific and 
the Santa Fé, that we will endeavor to 
work about an equal division of the or- 
ange traffic, and we agree that we wil) 
not interfere with each other's busi- 


this is a tacit understanding: there is 
nothing in writing.“ 

Mr. Sproule said no rebates had been 
paid since January, 1900. Last year the 
Southern Pacific paid about $4000 on 
claims for damages to fruit delayed in 
1 for the season previous, 822, 

“Were any of these claims in any 

ay in the nature of a rebate?” 

“No, sir, the claims were bona fide, 
Although damages all occurred on cof- 
necting lines. competitive conaitions 
forced the Southern Pacific to pay the 
claims because the Santa Fé did. If we 


| hadn't paid these claims. damage? ship- 


pers would all have gone over to our 
sole competitor. These damages after- 
ward we recovered from the lines on 
which they ocurred. The Santa Fé has 
no connecting lines to Chicago—simply 
one management.” 

Mr. Sproule thought the rate ought- 
to be maintained, because of the tre- 
mendously increased service now given 
for the same price over the simple pro- 
cedure of a dozen years ago when 
thé rate was made. 

NO NEED OF REDUCTION. 

“Why have you not reduced the 
rate?” 

“Because we have not perceived the 
need from the shipper’s standpoint. 
There are now 88,000 acres of orange 
land under improvement. This amount 
has developed under the present rate, 
and is limited to that figure by avail- 
able water, not the present rate. I be- 
lieve the eastern market is expanding. 
if the rate is throttling the industry. 
we are open to conviction and will 
change it.” 

Mr. Sproule introduced numerous cal- 
culations to show that the railroad 
companies earn no more on oranges 
practically than on other commodities. 
beans, canned goods, dried fruits, etc. 

At this point Mr. Prouty held up an 
envelope saying: “Here is a petition 
complaining against your road. Mr. 
Sproule, alleging that your rate on dried 
fruits is unreasonable.” 

This caused a burst of laughter. The 
petition was made by J. F. Stout of 
Hemet. : 

“The rate on oranges,” said Mr. 
Sproule, “does not return us actual 
remuneration greater than on other 
commodities.”’ 

“And you have to furnish an expedl- 
ted service, icing and other advantages, 
all to boot,” suggested Mr. Herrin 
quickly. 

“Yes, sir.” 

“You made more money at $1 on 
lemons than at $1.25?" 

“Yes, slr. it was beneficial all around.” 

Here the commissioner thought that 
if a special rate could be made on lem- 


tons and it was shown that the orange 


industry needed some fostering, a lower 
rate should be made. He recalled that 
while the rate on oranges had re- 
mained unchanged, the volume of 
businéss had tremendously increased, 
the cost of handling not materially, 
while orange orchards have not in- 
ereased in value much in the last 
seven years. Notwithstanding, wetter 
service offered, the net earnings of the 
Southern Pacific Company have in- 
creased to an exceeding degree. The 
commissioner seemed to think the com- 
pany could well afford to give the or- 
ange growers a better rate. 

“While orange orchards have kepf at 
about the same value for seven years, 
Southern Pacific stocks have advanced 
a very great deal, from a few dollars. 
to $60 a share.” observed Mr. Prouty. 

As to competition, Mr. Sproule 4 
he often had to jack up his ogents here 
to make them get their half of the traf- 
fic 


“In providing equipment, we count on 
half the business, that amount being 
tributary to our lines, said the wit- 
ness. 

b. J. Dreher of Pomona. manager of 
the San Antonio Fruit Exchange, ap- 
peared before the commission to say 
that the rate is entirely too high and 
the time too long. He also felt that the 


icing charges are exorbitant. 
W. G. Neimeyer, general agent of the 


Southern Pacific at Chicago, was the 
last witness. He testified as to diver- 
sions, and said that frequently a car of 
oranges is diverted as many as five 
times. 

The case will he argued orally

Cause of the Explosion on Battle- 


Extensive Damage Done. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

PENSACOLA (Fla.) April 10.—An in- 
vestigation of the explosion on the 
battleship Iowa, which occurred in the 
gulf near this port yesterday after- 
noon, resulting in the death of three 
seamen and the serious injury of five 
others, shows that the accident was 
caused entirely by a defective shell 
fuse, which it is stated burned faster 
than was calculated. It is understood 
that the shell exploded fully sixty sec- 
onds before it was timed to go off. 

An examination of the ship today 
| shows that the bursted gun is beyond 
repair, and that the 12-inch forward 
turret will have to be repaired. A 
number of supporters are also sprung, 
and it is stated that portions of the 
deck will have to be replaced, where 
pieces of the heavy gun tore through. 

The funeral of the three men who 
were killed in the accident took place 
today. The dead were buried in the 
National Cemetery here, with military 
honors, companies of biuejackets from 
all the ships of the squadron partici- 
pating in the exercises. 

It is understood that all of the in- 
jured men are almost out Of danger, 
except First-class Seaman Paul 
Gought, who lost an eye, and is in a 
critical condition. The lowa steamed 
into the navy yard this morning. 

ORDERED TO NAVY YARD. 
PENSACOLA (Fla.) April 10.— The 
damage to the battleship Iowa, caused 
by the premature explosion of a shell 
in the forward port 12-inch gun, is more 
esrious than was thought when the first 
report was made, and as a consequence 
the big ship has been ordered to the 
New York navy yard to go out of com- 


mission. 
It is feared that the steel supports 
under the 12-inch port turrets, are

HISTORY OF THE GUN 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
WASHINGTON, April 10.—Discus- 
sing the Iowa exploston, Admiral O'Neil 
said today: The gun which burst was 
designed in 1%93 and manufactured in 
1895 at the naval gun factory. Janu- 
ary 1, 1993, the gun had been fired 125 
times. Yesterday's accident is the first 
that has ever happened’ to any of the 
large caliber guns of the navy, except 
in the case gf a 12-inch gun on the 
Kearsarge, the bore of which was in- 
jured by a premature explosion of a 
shell two years ago. A lining tube was 
inserted in that gun, and today it is 
in use at the proving grounds.“
